Four weeks have elapsed since Gov- 
ernor Talmadge assumed his dictator- 
ship of state finances. Two ques- 
tions are heard over Georgia. The 
first is “Will he get away with it?” 
The second is “Will the dictatorship 
be a success or failure?” 

After four weeks of 
charges and 


suits and 
cross-suits, counter- 
charges, maneuvering above the sur- 
face and scheming below, the answers 
all depend on the point of view of 
the person asking. 

One thing is certain. Talmadge is 
going through with it. When Sep- 
tember comes and the people go to 
the polls, Talmadge will claim that 
shis rule has been that of a success- 
ful and just leader of the people. 
The opposition will claim that Tal- 
madge is a czar, that tyranny pre- 
vails over the state, that Georgia has 
returned to feudalism. 

Phen and then only will it be known 
whether the Talmadge assumption of 
more power than Georgia ever vested 
jn any one man, or any Georgian ever 
vested in himself, meets with the ap- 


proval of the people. The law of the 
ballot box is stricter than all of the 
statutes growing moldy in the library 
of the supreme court or any other 
court. 


Courts Ineffectual. , 


The situation won’t change no mat- 
ter what the outcome of the various 
litigations pending in the courts or 
to be presented to the courts. The 
courts may rule with Talmadge, they 
may rule against him. Whatever the 
rulings Talmadge will find a way 
around them if need be and go through 
on the rudder he has made for his 
ship. The courts probably will rule 
that, while there isn’t any law giv- 
ing Talmadge the authority he has 
assumed there isn’t any law against 
assumption of such authority and 
when it is all said and done it will 
be up to the people to decide. 

George B. Hamilton, the ousted 
treasurer, and William B. Harrison, 
the ousted comptroller general, won't 
get their jobs back until the people 
give them back.

LAGRANGE JURIST 
EARS DEMURRER 


Plea Taken Under Ad- 
visement; Talmadge 
Says Law Holds Funds.

LAGRANGE, Ga., March 21.—(4) 

Governor Talmadge’s financial “dicta- 
torship” of the state was attacked and 
defended here today as counsel for the 
Governor sought superior court dismis- 
sal of an injunction petition seeking to 
prevent spending of state money with- 


out an appropriations bill. 

The hearing today was on a de- 
murrer filed by J. B. (Tobe) Daniel, 
of LaGrange. acting as Talmadge- 
appointed state treasurer, to a petition 
filed by the executive committee of 
the Georgia Federation of Labor. 
Labor leaders filed the suit in their 
capacity as taxpayers. 

Judge Lee Wyatt, of Troup superior 
court, took the arguments under con- 
sideration and announced he hoped to 
have a decision on the demurrer “in 
a few days.” He will open a term of 
court in Meriwether county next week. 

Daniel Contentions. 

Attorneys for Daniel argued that the 
injunction petition should be dismissed 
because the petition is in effect a suit 
against the state and the state cannot 
be sued; that the “judiciary cannot 
usurp the functions of the executive 
branch of government,” and that the 
constitution provides that the state 
government must not breakdown, even 
though the 1935 legislature failed to 
enact an appropriations bill. 

The petitioners’ counsel, Bond Al- 
mand, of Atlanta, said Daniel is sub- 
ject to injunction proceedings because 
he is acting “under Talmadge’s proc- 
lamation, which he had no authority 
to issue,” and because Talmadge is 
acting “beyond official capacity.’

Officials‘ Aver New Prop- 
osition to Allies May 
Solve Crisis; German 
Delegate Flies to Berlin. 


BERLIN, March 21.—(/)—Politi- 
cal authorities said tonight they felt 
positive Reichsfuehrer Hitler was pre- 
paring new counter-proposals with 
which to answer the Locarno powers’ 
suggestions for settling the Rhineland 
controversy. 

As evidence of this belief, they 
pointed to the airplane trip back from 
London by Joachim von Ribbentrop, 


Hitler’s special ambassador and diplo-}. 


matic expert. 

It was through von Ribbentrop 
that Great Britain, France, Belgium, 
and Italy made their suggestion that 
the Franco-soviet military alliance be 
submitted to The Hague court and 
that, in the interim, an international 
military force be placed in the Rhine- 
land to watch the German troops 
newly assigned there. 

It was said that Hitler’s expected 
proposals, which Great Britain has 
invited him to make, might solve the 
Rhineland question. 

German newspapers, however, at- 
tacked the Locarno treaty powers’ 


proposal and unanimously pronounced 
them unacceptable. 


Still Conciliatory.

WASHINGTON, March 21.—()—|! 


Tentative agreement by house draft- 
ers upon a plan to tax the entire net 
income of corporations upon the basis 
of earnings withheld from dividends 
tonight paved the way for starting 
open hearings March 30 on new tax 
legislation. 

The new proposal, designed to avoid 
a “tax on taxes,” was regarded as a 
sharp departure. mechanically from 
President Roosevelt’s original pro- 
posal, but as capable of carrying out 
his aims to force more corporate 
funds into circulation as well as rais- 
ing $620,000,00 annually in additional 
revenue, 

It also contemplates, through a 
graduated rate based upon the size 
of corporate earnings, helping small 
business build up depression’ re- 
serves, While at the same time ena- 
bling large corporations to maintain 
what were described as “adequate” 
surpluses for hard times. 

The schedule was worked out last 
night at a conference of Guy T. Hel- 
vering, commissioner of internal rev- 
enue; Chairman Doughton, democrat, 
North Carolina, of the house ways and 
means committee, and Representative 
Vinson, democrat, Kentucky, a com- 
mittee member.

He arranged, however, to leave 
tomorrow if conditions improve.

Cary T, Grayson, head of the Red 
Cross, told the President that rescue 
work was atill necessary in New Eng- 
land and Kentucky. . They reported 
raging rivers have subsided elsewhere 
on the eastern seaboard, leaving the 
threat of typhoid the chief menace. 

From the Federal Surplus Commod- 
ity Corporation came word that more 
than 37,000,000 pounds of foodstuffs 

had been rushed into stricken states 
for distribution to hungry flood vic- 
tims. 

In addition, the corporation said, 
more than 1,000,000 pieces of cloth- 
ing and bedding made by WPA work- 
ers and donated to the corporation for 
relief purposes are available for dis- 
tribution.

He is only 
24, but is a good mountaineer, and 
his report from the Royal Air Force 
Medical Board placed him in a class 
by himself as regards physical fitness. 

Shipton is now going on his fifth 
Himalayan expedition, and Smythe on 
his fourth; these two and Wyn Har- 
ris have already been very high on 
the mountain. Morris was on Everest 
in 1922 and reached the North Col, 
as did Smijth-Windham, who achiev- 
ed this feat in 1983 without any pre- 
vious mountaineering experience. 


Dr. Humphreys has not been in the | 


Himalaya before, but if a tougher man 
exists 1 have yet to meet him. His 
career has fitted him to travel any- 
where. He is a member of the Alpine 
Club, and I have not the slightest 
doubt that he will climb the North 
Col if there should be need for his 
services there. For myself, I am now 
going to Himalaya for the eighth’ 
time, and hope to be able to do my 
duty. , 

When I survey the individual rec 
ords of this party, I confess to a feel- 
ing of optimism. They have the quali- 
ties and the experience necessary for 
success, and have given many proofs. 
It may be of some interest that eight 
have been at Cambridge and four are 
soldiers, and that eir ages vary 
from 24 to 52. 

Whatever their ages or their profes- 
sions may be, I feel very sure that 
they will work as a team on Mount 
Everest and deserve the luck ‘which 
all will wish them.’

ROME, March 21.—()—Premier 
Mussolini today made a renewed bid 
for the continued friendship of Aus- 
tria and Hungary—the two nations 
which expressed their sympathy for 
the Italian cause when the League 
of Nations tried to stop the Italo- 
Ethiopian war with sanctions. 

He accompanied Premier Kurt 
Schuschnigg, of Austria, and Premier 
Julius Coemboes, of Hungary, to the 
chamber of deputies, where they re- 
ceived an ovation as friends of Italy. 

Discuss Danube Situation. 

In two consultations with them, Il 
Duce was understood to have discussed 
the Danubian situation and the Rhine- 
land crisis with his gnests. It was 
not divulged whether Mussolini stated 
Italy’s attitude to them. 

Austria wishes independence guar- 
anteed, but it was learned that Hun- 
gary is not very enthusiastic on that 
point. Nevertheless there were indi- 
cations that this matter would be 
touched on in the treaty, which would 
hind the three countries closer than 
the old accord.

SACREMENTO, Cal., March 21.— 
(?)—A triangular democratic battle 
and the maneuvering of Hoover, 
Landon. and Borah forces have quick- 
ened the interest of California voters 
in the May 5 presidential primary. 

While democrats generally profess 
loyalty to President Roosevelt, they 
are fighting bitterly whether thé “End 
Poverty in California” forces led by 
pton Sinclair or the “regulars” 
headed by Senator McAdoo shall rule 
the party. 

The situation has been complicated 
by the entry of a third slate pledged 
to support the Townsend old-age pen- 
son. Representative John McGroarty, 
poet and author of Townsend plan leg- 
islation, was named ag the nominal 
presidential candidate. 

On the republican front loomed the 
possibility of a struggle between Gov- 
ernor Frank F. Merriam and a group 
friendly to former President Herbert 
Hoover for contol of the state G. O. P. 
organization. 

Merriam recently came out for Gov- 
ernor Alf M. Landon. of Kansas. 

Another group proclaimed intention 
to put Senator William E. Borah’s 
name on the presidential ballot. 

Landon remained silent on whether 
he would permit his entry into the 
race. Borah said he had atthorized 
the circulation of petitions so as to 
prepared in case he decided to enter. 

The state law permits entry of a 
candidate’s name on the ballot unless 
he repudiates the sponsors. The dead- 
line for filing tickets is March 26. 

Observers described the Merriam 
move as a bid for a greater measure 
of control over the state G. O. P. 
organization, now directed largely by 
men friendly to Hoover. 

In line with Hoover's wishes, an- 
other group of republican leaders re- 
mained committed to the idea of an 
uninstructed delegation. 


~The California republican assembly, 
a group of younger party leaders, 
Sunday reaffirmed its stand for an 
uninstructed delegation, and requested 
Governor Landon to renounce a slate 
his southern California sponsors have 
announced. | 

Prognosticators said Merriam ap- 
parently figured his own organization, 
with the support of William Randolph 
Hearst, newspaper publisher who is 
backing Landon, could wrest a victory 
vut of the primary. 

Merriam polled more than 1,000,000 
votes in 1934.to snatch state victory 
from the majority democratic party 
led by Sinclair. 

Even President Roosevelt failed in 
a recent attempt to close California 
democracy’s 1934 wounds. Acting as 
conciliator between the Sinclairites 
and the “regulars” the President se- 
lected a list of convention delegates. 

Senator McAdoo, foe of Sinclair, 
was given control of the delegation. 
Hight Sinclairites bolted and the EPIC 
organization selected a separate dele- 
gate list to oppose those named by 
the President. 

The EPIC slate nominally is pledged 
to Sinclair, who despite many rebuffs 
in Washington continues to assert his 
loyalty to Roosevelt. Sinclair has 
stipulated that if his primary ticket 
is elected, it will vote for him on the 
first ballot and for Roosevelt there- 
after. EPIC delegates are pledged to 
a production-for-use plank in the dem- 
ocratic platform. 

Since both EPICS and “regulars” 
are for Roosevelt, their differences lie 
in the situation at home. Culbert 
Olson; an EPIC leader, is state chair- 
man. MeAdoe is national committee- 
man and has had the lion’s share of 
the patronage from Washington. 

Despite their internal troubles, the 
democrats outnumber the republicans 
almost 3 to 2 in registration figures 
thus far reported. In 1934 the dem- 
ocratie registration exceeded the re- 
publican total only slightly but Mer- 
riam rolled up 1,138,000 votes to Sin- 
clair’a 879,537. 

The democratic predominance has 
failed to daunt Mr. Hoover. Recently 
he predicted next November would 
find California “safely republican.”

AKRON RUBBER STRIKES 
ENDED BY CONCESSIONS 


Company Vows No Discrim- 
ination, To Deal With - 
Employe Groups. 


AKRON, Ohio, March 21.—(P)—A 
seven-point agreement settled the 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Company 
strike late today and the. company an- 
nounced that work would be resumed 
“as qtickly as_ possible.” 

A meeting of 3,000 members of the 
United Rubber Workers of America 
voted almost ber 5 ge ne to accept 
the terms offered by the company. 

The settlement terminates the strike 
which was started five weeks ago in 
protest over layoff of 63 men-in the 
tire building department. A picket 
blockade has prevented any activity 
whatever at the three plants. 

The company said “so far as the 
management is concerned there are no 
grudges against any of the employes 
who participated in the atrike,” 

The seven points of the agreement 
were: 

All employes as of February 12 are 
to be returned to their jobs without 
discrimination. 

‘The management will meet and deal 
with its employes individually. or 
through duly ehosen representatives. 

Notice will be given to representa- 
tives of employes affected of changes 
in wage rates before they are posted 
or put into force. 

The company will observe in the 
tire and tube division a 36-hour week 
and 6-hour daily shifts. In all other 
departments the hours shall not exceed 

nor be less than 30 per week un- 
less arranged by vote of employes af- 
fected. 7 

A week of 24 hours shall be worked 
temporarily in all departments in the 
entire factory without a vote in order 
to avoid layoffs.

Sarazen will have the boys stirred up. He always does. 
Whey want so badly to win from him they usually manage to 
heat themselves. 

The Masters’ tournament is one of three listed by Sarazen 
as his test for 1936. If he doesn’t score well in the Masters’, 
the American open and the British open, he plans to forget all 
about serious golf in the future.

“Why is it the left arm must be the dominant arm in golf

A great many youngsters use the right arm. They can do so 
because their muscles are so resilient they can turn the body far 
enough so & to bring the right arm around enough for the club 
to meet the ball properly. . And they can score well. 

‘But that is why it is so vital for a young player to 
have instructions. It explains, too, why a great many 
young players flash into prominence and then never are 
heard of again. 

“Once the muscles set a mature person cannot bring the 
right arm around far enough. He would be hitting the ball with 
his hands almost back at his right knee. So, he must learn to 
permit the left arm to do the Work. 

*4t is a style which does not come naturally but which must 


be cultivated.” 


EVEN THE DUBS DO WELL. 

Sargent and Jimmy Livingstone, the latter of Ingleside, were 
talking on one of the cold, cold days which permitted no golf 
or instruction. 

“Do you know, George,” said Livingstone, “‘it is a wonder 
even the duffers play as well as they do. The club must meet 
the ball so correctly it is amazing they play as well as they do.”

Sometimes they would 
shout that she was coming, and Mr.

I never had a pupil in all my 50 
years of golf, who worked as hard at 
the game as did Mr. Rockefeller 
those first few weeks. I would get 
there promptly at 8 o’clock, and not 


“many mornings did I get away before 


10 or 11. He took it just as seriously 
as he did his work, and worked at it 
just as studiously, 

MONEY’S WORTH. 

And he believed in getting his 
monéy’s worth. I charged him the 
regular fee of $5 an hour—which was 
pretty steep in those days—and he 


saw to it that he got his full $5 
worth. For example, when he was 
on the practice teé he didn’t like to 
stand idle while one caddy returned 
the balls he had hit. So he would al- 
ways bring six, sevén and eight cad- 
dies, to the tee, and have them re- 
turning the balls in relays. And he 
always had a caddy kneeling down 
forming the little sand tees we used 
in those days. As a result, there was 
always a ball there ready for him to 
hit. He didn’t give me time to smoke 
a cigaret. Incidentally, he didn’t care 
much for my smoking cigarets. He 
didn’t say so, but every now -and 
then. when I would light one, he’d give 
me a look which expressed his dis- 
pleasure with the habit.

The “Graham plan,” adopted by a 
6-to-4 vote among conference members 
in February, is calculated to empha- 
size athletic “purity.” |

may be emphas here tha. Carl is 
stepping into a tougher spot at Cor- 
nell—it is obvious a storm is brewing 
over the “Graham plan.”

The outer arrow on this in-| 
dicator shows the speed in miles per | 
hour. The second arrow shows the/| 
number of revolutions the engine is/ 
making in conventional drive.

His account of the gathering and 
harvesting of tobacco—early morning 
hours of labor, and long days in’ heat- 
ed tobacco -barns, followed by lonely 
nights for the watcher of the furnace 
fires, gives one who is not familiar 
with that experience a clear picture of 
the tobacco planter’s life. Especially 
do we like his classic comment on the 
flight of the red-headed woodpecker 
toward the south. This relation of a 
night’s experience, lonely hours, vast 
silences. broken only by the twitter- 
ing call of these southbound birds. 
should take its place in the pages of 
a bird lover’s collection. 


But the historical significance lies 
in his account of the feud that grew

Even from the earth, & half year’s 
traveling distance away, one can see 
without the aid of a telescope that the 
moon is very mountainous. It is the 
mountains that sometimes look almost 
like a face—their outlines are so clear 
and their shadows so deep. 

We. on earth, have seen only one 
side of the moon, for as it moves 
around theearth it keeps the same 
side always toward us. Unlike the 
earth, it does not spin on its own 
axis. , 

Moonlight is really only pale sun- 
light which the moon reflects back to 
us as if it were a mirror. So some- 
‘times, when it is night on the part of 
the earth upon which we live, the 
mide of the moon which is always to- 
ward us is lighted by the sun, and 
we can see the full face shining at 
us. But sontetimes only a little edge 
of the face of the moon toward us 
is lighted by the sun, and then we 
see the slender crescent that looks as 
if it had just come from a jeweler's 
window and were fastened in the sky

GEORGIA PEANUT HAM 


‘The Georgia peanut ham bids fair 


ty develop a new industry for the 
State, as in it we have an exclu- 
sive delicacy for which there is a 
growing market in the large cities 
of the east and other parts of the 
nation. tng 

The Georgia peanut ham itself is 
nothing new. ‘It has been produced 
and enjoyed in the rural sectio&s of 


state began to grow peanuts and 
farmers learned that they were a 
splendid supplement to other feeds 
for hogs. 

But the peanut ham did not.get 
very far from its source of produc- 
tion. The general public was used 
to hams from corn-fed hogs, or at 
least those which were ‘finished’ 
cn corn, and it was reluctant to 
make any change, especially as there 
was much talk about, “soft” pork, 
which resulted from feeding pea- 
nuts to hogs. 

When large packing houses were 
first established in Georgia. they 
were in the market. for corn-fed 
hogs, not being desirous of proc- 
essing peanut-fed animals, and the 
peanut-fed hog was discriminated 
against in point of price in north- 
ern markets. 

But at last the Georgia peanut 
ham is beginning to receive the rec- 
ognition it deserves. . Northern peo- 
ple visiting or spending the winter 
in south Georgia tried it and liked 
it; when they returned home and 
compared it. with the brands of 
“corn” ham to which they were 
accustomed, they decided in favor 
of the Georgia peanut ham, and be- 
gan to demand it at their markets, 
and that demand came south in 
gradually increasing volume, as 
more people began its use. 

; hen Armour & Co. opened its 
plant at Tifton, Ga., in the fall of 
1935, Manager John E. Holmes be- 
gan the development of market out- 
lets for Georgia peanut hams. He 
has placed the hams from this plant 
on the market under the registered 
trade mark “The Georgia Peach,” 
with the explanatory line “peanut 
fed.” Experts who have tested the 
products‘declare the peanut ham is 


H. McDowell, manager of*the 
Moultrie plant of Swift & Co., hes 
been promoting and advertising pea- 
nut hams for several years. In one 
of the finest markets in Philadel- 
phia the demand. for peanut hams 
exceeds all other brands. Thus, 
what was regarded for years as a 
handicap bids fair to become a 
blessing in that it will build a new 
industry for the state.

‘ment of the Townsend National 


Weekly. ‘The first ‘issue came out 
in January, 1935.

‘returns of the weekly, Clements an- 
‘nounced that he and Dr. Town- 
‘$end were the sole owners, and 
warned Townsendites not to sup- 
port any fival, or to purchase 
tracts, pamphlets or other publica- 
tions not authorized officially, as 
‘this would deflect money so spent 
from the Townsend organization. 

The Townsend National Weekly 
is now said to be making a profit 
of over $200,000 a year. The bulk 
of its‘ advertisements comes * from 
firms manufacturing patent medi- 
cines and other remedies for the ills 
of the aged. While the business 
office is concerned with material 
problems we are told that the edi- 
torial department strikes a spiritual 
rete, and by inference the good 
doctor is linked up with Deity, and 
he is boldly placed with.

Neither supporters of the New Deal 
nor its opponents have lost or gained 
much ground during the interval since 
our February study of public opinion 
to determine sentiment toward the 
present administration: 

Our latest survey, juet completed, 
shows the opponents continuing in the 
lead with a gain slightly more than 
one point. @ percentages are 42.2 
now, compared with 41.0 in February. 

The proportion of those who express- 
ed themselves in favor of the New 
Deal was slightly less than one point 
below that of a month ago, 38.5 per 
cent, compared with 39.9 per cent in 
February. The undecided group re- 
mained virtually the same, 19.3 per 
cent as against 19.1 per cent in Feb- 
ruary. In other words those who ex- 
pressed an opinion divided yery near- 
ly 0, and something mor® than 19 
per cent stayed on the fence. 


Third Survey. 

The study we deal with in this 
article is the third on the New Deal 
since we began our series under the 
title of “Polling America.” Each time 
our interviewers asked new people in 
all parts of the country the same ques- 


ions: 

“What is 
Deal?” me | 

“For whom did you vote for presi- 
dent in 1932?” 

The first study was reported in De- 
cember, the second in February, and 
the third, herewith. in March. A com- 
parison of the three is interesting. 
The first showed the supporters of 
the New Deal leading with, 43 per 
cent, and those opposed to it at 38 
per cent. Then, six weeks later, the 
opposition had gained three points, 
making a total] of 41 per cent, while 
the supporters lost slightly more than 
three points and stood at 38.9 ner 
cent, thereby giving a slight plurality 
to the opposition, Our most recent 
figures, showing a slight gain on one 
side and a slight loss on the other, 
give the opponents of the New Deal 
the lead by almost the same margin 
which its supporters held three months 
ago.

An indication of where the changes 
in sentiment are taking place is re- 
vealed in a comparison of the total 
percentages of opinions in ‘each study, 
presented in accordance with the way 
the people interviewed voted in 1932, 
There has been a gradual decrease in 
the percentage of 1922 Roosevelt vot- 
ers who are favorable to the New 
Deal—63.2 per cent in the first. study, 
60.8 per cent in the second study, and 
58.8 per cent in the third study.

1982 Roosevelt voters, the latest 
figures being 70.6 per cent compared 
with 68.8 per cent in the February 
survey. However, this sector has not 
yet regained all that it lost afte: our 
first survey reported in December, 
when 74.8 per cent expressed them- 
selves in favor of present administra- 
tion policies. 

The far west, former President 
Hoover's home sector. has gained su 
stantial New Deal supporters among 
Hoover ro*crs, the latest poll showing 
8 per cent, compared with 7.3 per 
cent :a. 3.7 per cent in the two 
earlier tudies. 

Likewise, opposition to the New 
Deal has dropped off a little in the 
far west among 1932 Roosevelt voters, 
who stood 12.2 per cent against the 
New Deal in the March study and 
10.8 per cent in the »*bruary survey, 
compared with 13.6 per cent reported 
in December. 

The pr portion of 1932 Hoover 
voters 2gainst the New Deal in. the 
far west remaine’ about the same 18 
it was in the previous study, 744 
per cent, compaved with 74.9 per cent, 
but was considerably larger than the 
55.2 per cent reported .in mber. 
The biggest change was revealed in 
the undecided group of 1932 Hoover 
vo s in the far est which has 
gone Jown from 40.5 per cent in the 
first study to 17.6 per cent in the 
present one. ;

On the othee hand, o ition to 
the New Deal among 19382 Roosevelt 
voters in the East has increased 
slightly and is now 23.1 per cent, 
after a loss of two points in the sec- 
ond survey from the position of 24.3 
per cent in December. 


‘Suppert of the New Deal amon 
eastern supporters for Hoover in 19 
is getting down ‘to a very small pro- 
portion, o.‘y 6.4 per cent agrees 
to our last report, compared with 8. 
per cent in February and 7.2 per cent 
in December. 


The strength of the opposition in 
this group now appears to be the 
highest in the country. It reaches 
82.9 per cent and has grown from 
76.3 per cent in the December sur- 
vey and 78.3 per cent in the February 
study. The numbei of undecided is 
smallest among 1982 Hoover voters 
in the east; the last study shows 
only 10.7 per cent in this classifica- 
tion. 


Middle West Standings. 


In tL. middle west, the New Deal 
continued to lose among 19382 Roose- 
velt voters, but the biggest drop was 
reported in the F:bruary survey, 
which showed 51.3 per cent of the 
1932 Roosevelt voters fav-rable to 
the New Deal, compared with 60 

r cent in the December report. The 

arch study showed only 1 per cent 
less than the February one, 50.2 per 
cent. The majority of these former 
New Deal supporters must have gone 
over to the undecided group, since 
the change amou,s the anti-New Deal 
members of the 1932 Roosevelt voting 
group in the middle west has not been 
great—22.4 per cent in the December 
report, 26.9 per cent in the February 
— and 28.5 per cent in the present 
study. 


There has been a small gain for 
the New Deal among 1932 Hoover 
voters in the middle west. The num- 
ber of these now favorable to the pres- 
ent administration in that sector 
number 10 per cent, a fraction of 
a point more than was reported in 
February. Hoover voters in the mid- 
dle west against the New Deal are 
now .7 per cent compared with 
74.4 per cent reported during the pre- 
vious study. owever, these gains 
have not been of sufficient weight. to 
cover the losses sustained since the 
first survey in which 238.1 per cent 
in the middle west were reported fa- 
vorable to the New Deal and only 
80.1 were opposed to it. € 

Southern Support Waning. 

Although a large majority. of the 
1932 Roosevelt voters in the south 
are still loyal to the New Deal, the 
opinions expressed to our interviewers 
showed a continued decrease in the 
percentage. In the first study, it was 
77.7 per cent; in the second survey, 
it was 73 per cent; and in the third, 
it was 70.2 per cent. Those opposed 
to the New Deal in the south have 
increased from 11 ‘per cent in the first 
survey to 14.1 per cent in the second, 
and 15.7 per cent in the third. 

As in our previous studies, 1932 
Hoover voters in the south were not 
included becausé the percentages were 
too small to be significant. 

Our last study showed that the pro- 
portion of non-voters in 1932 favor- 
ing the New Deal was greater than 
the proportion of those who oppose 
it in every section of the country ex- 
cept the middle west, where the per- 
centages for both sides varied only a 
fraction of a point. The proportion 
of undecided was highest for each 
sector among non-voters in 1932, and 
rea@hed the highest figure, 59.4 per 
cent, in the far west.

The Treaty of 1825. 

The, particular event in the annals 
of a which brought fame to the 
Indian Springs is the treaty of 1825. 

This treaty was read and then signed 
by the commissioners, Messrs. Camp- 
bell and Meriwether, and the Creek 
chiefs, William McIntosh, Tustennug- 
gee Etomie by his mark, 13. other 
chiefs of inferior rank and 5O other 


Indians. 
The treaty executed at the Indian 
Springs on February 12, 1825, reached 
ash n. by special messenger on 


March 2. 


at Fort Mitchell, sent a protest 
against the validity of this treaty. 

The Creeks themselves were divided 
in their opinion. William McIntosh, 
the head chief of the lower Creek 
towns, favored it, but the “big war- 
rior” who ruled the upper towns op- 
posed it. “The little prince,” an aged 
chief who ruled the whole nation, was 
willing to’ leave the question to those 
whom it immediately concerned. 

“All lands from the Flint to the 
Chattahoochee rivers as defined in the 
compact of 1802 were ceded in return 
for lands of like quality west of the 
Mississippi river.” 

When this treaty had arrived in 
Washington President Monroe had 
only two days more in office, so he 
deemed it proper to lay the treaty 
before the senate with the protest that 
had arrived, and leave the matter up 
to congress. 

John Quincy Adams was inaugu- 
rated président on March 4, 1825. 

Congress ratified the Indian Springs 
treaty of 1825 and sent it to President 
Adams for his epnreret he signed this 
document March 7, 1825, and by so 
doing gave Georgia the right to all 
the lands so defined in the compact 
of 1802. 
The Compact of 1802. 

In 1802 a compact was entered into 
between the United States and the 
state of Georgia, the fourth artiele of 
which stipulates: “that the United 
States shall at their own expense, ex- 
tinguish, for the use of Georgia, as 
early as the same can be peacably 
effected, on reasonable terms the In- 
dian title to the lands within the 
forks of the Oconnee and Oakmulgee 
rivers, ete. and that the United 
States shall in the same manner also 
extinguish the Indian title to all other 
lands within the state of Georgia.” 

A treaty was signed on May 21, 
1733, between James Edward Ogle- 
thorpe and the chiefs of the eight 
towns.of the Creek nation, by which 


the Indians granted to the English all| 


the land between the Savannah and 
Altamaha rivers, from the ocean to 
the head of tide water, and all the 
islands on the coast except Ossabaw, 
Sapelo and Saint Catherine's, which 
théey reserved for themselves for hunt- 
ing, bathing and fishing. A tract of 
land was also reserved by the Indians 
as a> place for. encampment—just 
above Yamacraw. Bluff. | 

In the summer of: 1739 Oglethorpe 
with only a few attendants visited 
Coweta Town, the principa] town of 
the Creek Igdians, situated on the 
right bank of the Chattahoochee river 
three miles below the falls. 

These brave Englishmen had trav- 
eled 300 miles through the wilderness 
to make this visit, which was con- 
cluded upon the signing of a formal 
treaty whereby the Creek nation re- 
newéd. their fealty to the king of Eng- 
land and confirmed their previous 
grants of territory, August 21, 1739. 

In March, 1761, news of the death 
of King George II was received in the 
colony of Georgia and on March 25 
George III was proclaimed king. 

Spain ceded Florida to England and 
France ceded the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi east of that river to England 
by the provision of the treaty of 
Paris, February 10, 17 

George III annexed to the province 
of. Georgia all lands lying between the 
Altamaha and Saint Mary’s rivers, 
thus making the northern buondary 
of Florida constitute the southern 
boundary of Georgia as far as the 
Mississippi river, April 7, 1763. 

A conference with the chiefs of the 
Creeks and Cherokees was held in 
Augusta, June 1, 1773, and Governor 
Wright obtained a tract of land con- 
taining 2,100,000 acres in payment of 
a large debt due by the Indians to the 
traders. The ceded lands began 
miles above Augusta on Little river. 
These newly acquired lands were par- 
celed out to settlers and settlements 
wére rapidly formed on the Ogeechee 
and north of Little river. ; 

The first constitutional convention 
of Georgia met in Savannah, October, 
1776. In February, 1777, parishes 
were abolished and counties formed in 
their stead. 

The Augusta Land Office. 


In 1783 Georgia as an independent 
state was still suffering from the aft- 
ermath of the war for American in- 
dependence. Georgia with only a nar 
row margin of coast began her strug- 
gle for land expansion and self-govern- 
ment. A land office was opened in Au- 
gusta in compliance with an act of 
the legislature and liberal tracts of 
land were distributed a#mong the sol- 
diers and officers in recognition of 
their services during the late war 
against the British. 

The treaty of Galphinton, January 
27, 1785, declared the boundary line 
from the confluence of the Oconee and 
Ocmulgee rivers to the most southern 
part of the Saint Mary’s river—east- 
ward to the Georgians and westward 
to the Indians. 

The treaty of Shoulderbone signed 
November 3, , reaffirmed the 
treaty of Galphinton. 

A boundary dispute of long stand- 
ing was settled by the treaty of Beau- 
fort on January 9, 1785. This treaty 
named the Tugalo river, a branch of 
the Savannah, as the boundary be- 
tween Georgia and South Carolina. 

A convention was held in Augusta 
to consider the constitution on Jan- 
uary 2, . Georgia adopted it 
unanimously without any change and 
was the fourth state to ratify the 
constitution of the United States of

Dub- 
lin, Ga:, to High Shoals, on the Apa- 
lachee river, also a narrow strip from 
the southernmost bend of the St. 
Mary’s, north to the Altamaha, a lit- 
tle east of Beards creek. 
In 1804, on the third of November, 
a treaty was made with the Creeks, 
at the Old Agency, on the Flint river, 
which resulted in the cessions of the 
remaining lands between the Oconee 
and Ocmulgee rivers. 

In 1806, Benjamin Hawkins first 

established a fort on the heights over- 
ve, the Ocmulgee river and the 
“Old Ocmulgee Fields,” near the pres- 
ent city of Macon, “East Macen” of 
today. This fort was named Fort 
Hawkins, and Colonel Hawkins lived 
there for a time; he next located at 
the “Old Indian Agency,” on the Flint, 
where his permanent headquarters 
were established. Included in this res- 
ervation were 10,000 acres of land, di- 
vided into two néarly equal parts by 
the Flint river. The official residence 
of Colonel Hawkins was-on the east 
side of the stream. Here important 
conferences were held with the In- 
dians; treaties negotiated and signed. 
This reservation belonged to the fed- 
eral government until .. 
_ The Treaty of 1806 was negotiated 
in the city of Washington, Ga., ap- 
pealed to congress for an- adjustment 
of the line dividing Georgia from 
North Carolina. 

June 19, 1812, the United States 
declared war on’ Great Britain. Fort 
Wayne and Fort Jackson were estab- 
lished to protect Georgia from in- 
vasion. — 

The Indians were causing - great 
trouble along the frontier, incited 
through the influence of the famous 
Indian chief :Tecumseh. who had be- 
come a British ally. Brigadier Gen- 
eral John Floyd, in command ef Fort 
Hawkins, led an expedition against 
the Upper Creek Indians, defeatinz 
them at Autossee and Challibee. A 
series of wictories followed under the 
generalship of Andrew Jackson, the

The Treaty of Fort Jackson forced 
the Creek Indians into ceding all their 
Jand in the southern part of Georgia 
from the Okefenokee swamp to the 
Chattahoochee river and extending to 
the Florida frontier. This was ceded 
August 9. 1814. 

In 1817 a treaty was si by the 
Creeks and Governor Mitchell, of 
Georgia, and all ceded lands were lett 
out into eounties. At this time an- 
other small strip of land in nerthern 
Georgia was acquired. 

In 1818, on the fourth of January, 
a cession was made to the lands 
south of the Ocmulgeée to the previous 
cession of 1814, by a formal treaty. 
The lands from the boundaries of the 
grants in 1790, 1804 and 1817 to the 
Chattahoochee river, between Snu- 
wanee and Roswell, were also ceded. 

The present Rabun, White and 
Hall counties were ceded to the Geor- 
gia state in 1819. 

It was at the Indian Springs, in 
1821, on the eighth of Janudry, that 
the treaty was made between the 
United States and the . Creeks,’ by 
which all the remaining lands between 
the Ocmulgee and Flint rivers were 
acquired by the state of Georgia, ex- 
cepting 1 around Indian Springs, 
640 acres on the Ocmulgee, “Old Oc- 
mulgee Fields” and a tract of land 
around the Creek agency, on the Flint, 
to be held by the government as res- 
ervations.

Flower beds and borders, annuals 
and perennials: Feed when new beds 
are prepared and again as buds ap- 
pear, using four pounds (two quarts) 
per 100 square feet equivalent to one 
rounded tablespoon to square foot.

After beds are prepared, 
apply evenly and work well into the 
soil. On later feedings, work lightly

Established perennials: Feed in 
early spring before plants appear. Sec- 
ond feeding when buds appear. Same 
rate as above. Scatter evenly over bed. 
'If plants have already made appear- 
'ance, keep plant food away from new 
| shoots. 

Perennials grown from bulb, root, 
or tuber, such as iris, peonies. (Feed 
glads in same way.) Feed when plant- 
‘ed, and thereafter early each spring. 
Also when buds appear. Make holes 
'8 to 10 inches in diameter and mix 
thoroughly one teaspoonful with soil 
in bottom of holes before planting. In 
rows, apply one pint of complete plant 
food to each 20 feet of row, mixing 
thoroughly with soil before planting. 
After established, apply one table- 
(small handful) to each 
square foot of space and work in light- 
ly; if in rows, one pint to each 15 
feet of row. At budding time, use 
half quantity given in same manner 
and give a similar feeding after flow- 
ers bloom. 

Dahlias: Feed when planted and 
every six weeks. Make holes & to 10 
‘inches in diameter. Before planting, 
mix thoroughly with soil in bottom of 
hole one heaping teaspoonful of com- 
plete plant food. Then mix one heap- 
ing tablespoonful with soil used in 
filling hole. Every six weeks feed with 
one heaping teaspoonful to square foot 
of space around each plant. Keep 
‘away from stalk of plant and work 
'into soil. Dahlias are heavy feeders 
|and respond remarkably to proper

Feed early in spring. Twice during

ON GARDEN SUBJECTS 


By Mrs. Fletcher Pearson Crown, of Decatur, Ga. 


Question: My soil is heavy clay; 
will lime be beneficial? 

Answer: Lime used on heavy soil 
ightens it, making it more porous. 
On the contrary, it holds sandy soil 
together, giving it more body. It 
makes the natural fertilizing quali- 
ties more available. 

Question: How can I rid my gar- 
den of snails? 

Answer: Use arsenate of lead on 
pieces of potato or cabbage. If par- 


ticularly bad in a certain spot search 
fer them at night with a flashlight. | 
Use lime or sifted coal ashes around | 
that attract them. | 
Question: What perennials will 
grow in the shade? | 
Answer: Japanese anemone, fox- | 
glove, hemerocallis, bleedingheart. As: | 
tilbe, baebalm, thalictrum, mertensia, | 
columbine, ajuga, ferns, aconitum, | 
funkia lily and dozens of others. 
Question: When should I cut my) 
buddleia back, and how much? 
Answer: They should be cut now. | 


They can be cut within a foot of the 
ground, though I seldom cut mine 
shorter than two or three feet. 

Question: Would you move iris 
now? 

Answer: Not unless it was very 
necessary. It can be moved at any 
(ime, but I am sure your bloom will 
be more beautiful and certain if you 
wait until after the blooming sea- 
son. Really August makes a splendid 
season for working with iris. 

Question: Can I divide my heme- 
rocallis now 

Answer: Yes, but if it is an early 
blooming variety you will probably 
miss your bloom. I prefer August 
wken the plant is almost dormant. 

Question: Can I move some daffo- 
dils while they are in bloom? 

Answer: Yes, it can be done; in 
fact I have moved many of my own 
this week. However, you must treat 
them as green plants, and never let 
the tender white roots dry out. Re- 
plant immediately.

U. D.C. Editor Gives Valuable _ 
Information on Life of Mrs. Eve 


RS. A. BELMONT DENNIS, ,of the history of the project from its

Augusta “A” Chapter, U. D. C.,, 
givea the following valuable informa- 
tion on the life of the late Mra. Ida 
tvana Five (Mra. William P.), second 
president of the Georgia Division, U. 
D. ©., elected at the Macon invention 
in 1896 to serve one year. At the 28th 
Auguata convention-in 1923 Mra. Eve 
was elected honorary president of 
Georgia division. Mrs. Eve was born 
in Lumpkin, Stewart county, Georgia, 
March 8, 1855, the daughter of Gen- 
eral Clement A. Evans and Allie Wal- 
ton Evans. During her edrliest mem- 
ories were the events related in the 
aeceassion of Georgia, when her father, 
who, at the time, was a member of the 
state legislature and interested in “the 
issues of that day. Thera was indel- 
ibly impressed on her mind the crowd 
that came to his home that night call- 
ing fora speech, telling the people 
what had been done—and what was to 
come, 

Came the days of enlistment and 
organization of troops, with her father 
going out as captain of the company 
from that county. From that time, 
her life changed from that of a child 
in a far south Georgia home to one of 
many experiences, happy, exciting and 
ofttime inspiring, as with her mother 
and younger children she “followed 
Lee’s army” through the Virginia cam- 
paigns. In order to be near her fa- 
ther they spent most of the war yearts 
in or near the small Virginia towns, 
and it waa through this contact with 
the southern soldier that she came to 
know the hardships they were called 
upon to endure, and the heroism these 
hardships developed. 

Throughout her life she carried in 
her heart a deep reverence, love and 
devotion to all things Confederate. 
During reconstruction days her father, 
having entered the ministry of the 
Methodist church, waa located in va- 
rious towns in Georgia, atff it was in 
the achools of these towns that she re- 
ceived her early education, later at- 
tending the Home sci*ol in Athens. 
and graduating with first honor from

\was married May 16, 1876, to Judge

fall, scores of congressmen have voiced 
their unwillingness to pass a new tax 
bill, Yet the bonus payment bill of 
last January must be provided for;

PATMAN LEADS 
GREENBACK DRIVE 

In- the house of representatives 
burly Wright Patman, democrat. of 
Texas, stands out as the champion 
of new currency. His drive to pay 
the bonus in greenbacks, he has said, 
was in anticipation of a demand by 
the White House for new taxes or 
new bond issues. 

To Patman, and to scores of other 
southern and western congressmen, 
either would be anathema. The choice 
s between “more bonds and the impo- 
sition of new taxes,” or the use, “with- 
in safe limitations, of the gold and 
silver in the treasury as a basis to 
save the people that much in taxes.” 

With his colleague in the senate, 
Senator Elmer Thomas, democrat, of 
Oklahoma, Patman. has proniised to 
fight a Chmteau-Thierry against all 
new tax legislation. He has hinted 
that his group will prolong the ses- 
sion, if necessary, to gain their ob- 
jective. 

_ Whatever dynamite the bonus infla- 

tion forces have been preparing for 
the democratic administration, how- 
ever. may have been denatured by 
the form of President Roosevelt's new 
tax proposal. The President's strat- 
egy, in turning to corporation sur- 
pluses for revenue. may have gather- 
ed republican eriticism but it has 
appealed to leftwingers in his own 
party. 

While Representative Patman still 
seeks signatures to force a house 
bonus inflation vote, he has conceded 
that chances of putting the currency 
expansion measure across depend “on 
the kind of bill that comes out.” Sig- 
nificantly, the Patman petition has 
obtained only a fraction of the 218 
signatures necessary to force é vote. 
FRAZIER-LEMKE BILL 
STILL POTENT 

The government tax proposal makes 
no reference to further farm mort- 
gage ob omg however. 

Previously the administration's 
stand against the Frazier-Lemke in- 
flation bill for mortgage refinancing 
gave undoubted impetus to third Dae 
ty sentiment in the northweste 
states.

SANNKOV LAND QUEST 
S PLANNED BY RUSSIA 


No Expedition Has Reached 
Arctic Island During Last 
125 Years. Paes 


MOSCOW, March 21.—(4)—Soviet 
explorers will attempt this year to 
find elusive “Sannikov land,” an is- 
land which Arctic expeditions have 
tried fruitlessly to reach over a pe- 
riod of 125. years.’ 


»- Although unmarked on maps, it has 
been reported seen on several occa- 
sions. Now soviet Russia hopes to 
make it a stopping point on the 
Northern sea route, a short cut from 
Europe to the far east. 


An expedition similar to that aboard 
the Sadko, which discovered three néw 
islands ‘between Franzjosefland and 
Northland last summer, will set out 
in quest’ of “Sandikov land” as soon 
as the winter’ pack ice breaks up. 


_ The position of the island has been 

given as about 45 miles northwest 
of Kotelnoi island, the largest of the 
New Siberian group. This would 
place it at about 76 degrees north 
latitude and 188 degrees east .longi- 
tude. 

Sannikov land was first reported 
seen in 1810 by a member of the 
Explorer Gedenstrom’s party at’ the 
northern tip of Kotelnoi island. Ge- 
denstrom left a record.-to the effct 
that high mounains were seen in he 
distance and called them “Sannikor 
land,” afer the man who had seen 
them. He and Sannikov attempted 
to reach the mountains on sledges 
but were forced to turn back when 
they came to open water. 

In 1821-22 Lieutenant Anjou, at- 
tached to the’ Russian explorer Ferdi- 
nand Wrangle’s expedition, also made 
an unsuccessful attempt to reach

An excellent historical and bio- 
graphical film based on the life 
of Dr. Samuel Mudd and the 
frenzied vengeance which follow- 
ed Lincoln’s assassination. Dis- 
tinguished by Warner Baxter's 
fine acting and a superb support- 
ing cast. Recommended. Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox. 


In line with the current cycle of 
biographical films, “The Prisoner of 
Shark Island,” with Warner Bax 
in the leading role, dramatizes the 
life of Dr. Samuel Alexander Mudd, 
who fell victim to the frenzy of 
vengeance following the assassina- 
tion of Lincoln. Only recently has 
history righted the wrong done to 
the memory of this man. 

Dr. Mudd set the leg of an in- 
jured horseman who called upon 
him late one night. The horseman 
was John Wilkes Booth, and he had 
just shot the President. Though no 
real evidence connected Mudd with 
Booth except on this one occasion, 
the physician was accused of aid- 
ing the assassin to escape and was 
sentenced for life to the American 
military prison on a lonely island 
off Florida. 

The spiritual as well as the physi- 
cal martyrdom of an innocent man 
torn from his family and doomed to 
such punishment forms the basis of 
a drama that has been put upon 
the screen with deep understanding 
and great power. There are mo- 
ments of the trial and the subse- 
quent imprisonment when for the 
spectator the suspense and agony 
are almost unbearable. Though 
Nunnally Johnson, who wrote the 
screen play, deserves credit for keep- 
ing closely to facts and not inject- 
ing untimely humor, the picture for 
two-thirds of its length is a little 
too somber. 

But there are circumstances that 
touch the tragedy with inspiring 
beauty. One is the devotion of the 
doctor’s wife, again and again 
balked in efforts to secure a new 
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Sylvia Sidney as the Tennessee 
mountain girl bedevilled by family 
feuds; Henry Fonda as the moun- 
tain boy, and Fred MacMurray, as 
the civil engineer from the great 
city, are seen in performances clear 
cut as etchings. 
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trial for her husband. Another is 
the compassionate heroism of Mudd 
who risks his life to tend fellow 
prisoners and brutal jailers when 
yellow fever sweeps the island. 
Responding to John Ford's fine 
direction, the cast rises to a high 
dramatic level and even above 
this the performance of Warner 
Baxter stands out like a mountain 
peak. It was Ford, it will be remem- 
bered, who brought forth the best 
acting ability of Victor McLaglen in 
‘The Informer.” Other members of 
The Prisoner” cast who do disting- 
uished work are Gloria Stuart, as 
Mrs. Peggy Mudd; Claude Gilling- 
water, as the fire-eating southern- 
er, Colonel Dyer; the late O. P. 
Heggie, as Dr. MacIntyre; little 
Joyce Kay, as Mudd’s small daugh- 
ter Martha; Francis McDonald, as 
John Wilkes Booth, and John Car- 
radine, as the cruel Sergeant Rank- 
in. Prank McGlynn Sr., has a dig- 
nified and kindly few moments as 
Lincoln.

opinion. It goes something like this: bodies have much 
in common with motors.

They would have to 
be or we could never stand the strain of working in 
pictures like “Barbary Coast,” the picture I made for 
Sam Goldwyn before “These Three,” which has just 
been completed. Imagine doing that caught-in-the-rain 
sequence, for which I had 
to be good and well 
drenched I can tell you, 
on a lunch of clear con- 
somme and no crackers! 
_ There is one Miriam 
Hopkins, for instance, 
She eats three substantial 
meals a day, and don’t 
let anyone tell you other- 
wise. I can’t even say 
honestly, as you hear so 
many women say: “Oh, 
my dear, I never touch a 
thing for breakfast but a 
glass of fruit juice and a 
sup of black coffee.”

It was in one of those moments which 
he infrequently gives to‘telling the world 
about his plans and ideas that the great- 
est of,all screen comics conversed about 
them with the writer one recent rainy 
afternoon at United Artists’ studios in 
Hollywood. He talked of his immediate 
intentions regarding his work, discussed 
briefly the present state of motion pic- 
tures and emitted a sigh or two over the

since become. 

At that moment the New York pre- 
miere of “Modern Times” was over and 
the verdict of the critics had been in for 
a week or more. The brilliant Holly- 
wood first night was 24 hours past. Early 
returns from the boxoffices in both cities 
were such as to put Chaplin in a happy 
mood. 


F OR the better part 
of the previous two years he had been 
engaged upon a great and doubtful experi- 
ment in the making of this current com- 
edy. When he started work upon it, 
“City Lights,” his last previous picture, 
was a matter of history by three full 
years. 

Times had changed, especially times in 
the cinema. The public had become thor- 
oughly accustomed to hearing pictures 
as well as seeing them. How would it 
receive a Chaplin who continued to spurn 
the newer devices of the screen art, who 
chose to remain, as he always had been, 
a silent figure on the silver sheet? 

Two concessions he had made to the 
1936 idea. One was the employment ot 
sound effects, the other his already 
widely-heralded song in a scrambled and 
alien tongue, but farther than this he 
would not go, and when “Modern Times” 
was finished, its story was told in pan- 
tomime and sub-titles. 

If Chaplin ever had any thought ot 


surrendering to the talking film. of be- 
coming vocal in his interpretation of his 
famous character, the reception which 
so far has been given to “Modern Times’ 
has driven it from his mind. 

“I have never felt that I should speak 
so long as I remained the screen char- 
acter with which I have been so iong 
identified,” he said. “Now | know that 
until I throw away my baggy trousers 
and my cane, I shall not talk in a 
picture.”

‘is full of plans for the future and in his 


voice is an eager, happy note as he dis- 
cusses them. These plans provide for no 
more such long vacations from film pro- 
duction, but for a full and active program. 
For one thing, there are to be considered 
the increased needs of the reorganized 
United Artists’ group, of which Chaplin 


was one otf the founders. For another, 
there are his own aims and ambitions. 

“I feel that I am just in my prime to- 
day at 46,” Chaplin explained, “and that 
my best creative years are ahead of me. 
Except for a brief vacation which I now 
expect to take in the South Seas, I have 
no yearning to rest, to be inactive. On 
the contrary I want to work. It is an 
old belief of mine that ‘work begets 
work, and now that I have finished my 
picture after so long a period of idleness, 
I shall be ready soon to tackle another.” 

Here Chaplin enlarged a bit upon his 
idea that work begets work, and ex- 
plained that he felt the more one did the 
easier it became. 

“It seems to me,” he said, “that it

Returning to the subject of his plans 
for the immediate future, Chaplin said 
that he had definitely decided not to ap- 
pear in his next picture. Instead he will 
devote his energies, in connection with 
this film, to developing and presenting as 
a screen star Paulette Goddard, the young 
woman who is his leading lady in “Mod- 
ern Times” and with whose name his 
own is romantically linked. 


‘FE IRST we are going 
to take a trip—to the South Seas, a cruise 
to Tahiti and Samoa and other places in 
that region,” Chaplin said. “I shall take 


Paulette and her mother and a few other 
persons, and we shall probably be away 
for several months. When we come back, 
we shall go to work on the next picture. 
Just what story we shall produce I do 
not yet know. At the moment I am con- 
sidering two,-but I have not made a final 
choice. I want to produce two pictures 
a yéar.”

I was 
simply interested in making it good en- 
tertainment and as funny as I could. 
Others have read into it meanings I never 
intended. The Russian Soviet film com- 
mission that came over here some months 
ago and saw it at a private showing went 
back with the message to their people 
that it was propaganda in behalf of Com- 
munism, but I had no such purpose in 
making it. (They are, by the way, very 
eager to have it in Russia now.) 

“When I returned from abroad after 
my last trip, I found this country tn a 
state of confusion, of overproduction. It 
seemed to me a good subject with which 
to have a little fun, and that was my only 
idea in dealing with it.”

bp W HILE producing 
“Modern Times,” Chaplin had his first 
encounter with the stricter censorship 
which has been placed upon pictures by 
the producers’ association through the 
code committee headed by Joseph Il. 
Breen, growing out of the Legion of De- 
cency movement. This censorship, start- 
ing in 1934, had come to power since 


Chaplin made “City Lights,” and when 
he had to seek its seal of approval, Breen 
insisted upon a number of changes. 

Chaplin was not moved to be critical 
of this supervision over his work, but he 
regretted that he was unable to use some 
of the scenes to which Breen objected. 

“We had to take out a number of shots 
we made in the department store,” he ex- 
plained, “using wax models of women. 
Then in the jail sequence we had to cut 
entirely a gag that I thought was pretty 
good. In this sequence, as I am being 
led to my cell, the officer who has me in 
charge has another prisoner in tow. This 
other fellow walks with a mincing fem- 
inine step (here Chaplin acted the part 
of the other prisoner). The big laugh 
was supposed to come when the officer 
starts to put this fellow in the same cell 
with myself.” 

Discussing the possible boxoffice re- 
turns of “Modern Times,” Chaplin showed 
some concern over the spread of the dou- 
ble-feature idea in movie theaters and 
such new devices to attract the public as 
“bank nights.” He was afraid that, once 
started, they could not be stopped. 

“If they are not stopped,” he com- 
mented, “the industry will have to make 
cheaper pictures.” 

“City Lights,” it appears, has been 
Chaplin’s biggest money-maker to date.

We've all 
had so much tough luck. But making 
them laugh—that’s really sumthim’.” 

So, in Honeyboy’s and Sassafras’ 
world there’s no sorrow. 

There’s no cruelty. If you listen to 
their broadcast you know this to be a 
fact. They never hurt anyone’s feelings, 
even unwittingly. That’s because Honey- 
boy refuses to write about real people. 
He can say anything he wants to about 
the Whatchucallit, the Witch Woman, 
the Paw Paw Islands, because none of 
them exist. 

With rare exception, all the settings 
for the broadcasts are fantastic. The 
action centers around situations as im- 
possible as Alice Through the Looking 
Glass. But, judging from the response 
that puts Honeyboy and Sassafras well 
up in the lead of every NBC audience 
mail tally, their crazy formula is one of 
the sanest radio ideas. 

“It strikes me you two fellows are 
enjoying yourselves more than most any- 
one I’ve seen. You've got a stiff sched- 
ule, too. Six broadcasts a week and 
personal appearances. Doesn’t it ever 
wear you out?” I asked. 


“Do WE look 
worn out?” Honeyboy answered, with 
one of his slow smiles. He’s a strong 
man, weighing well over 200, but he has 
a smile that’s almost whimsical. Until 
he smiles he might be any serious-minded 
small-town business man but his smile 
reveals the unique sense of humor that 
inspires him to carry a hammer in,his 
scripts. A hammer and a pochetfal of 
nails, so he can begin nailing up doors 
and windows whenever the situation calls 
for decisive action! 

“I don’t see eye to eye with these guys 
who say a Writer’s bound to run out of 
comedy ideas after a few years,” he ex- 
plained. “I’ve been in show business all 
my life and comedy gets easier for me 
all the time. I always keep my radio 
scripts written ahead about five or six 
months and there’s never a time I don’t 
have twice as many ideas as I use.” 

The letters they like best come from 
wives and mothers who say, “I never 
got my family all together for lunch until 
you boys started your noon broadcasting. 
Now my husband and our children all 
gather around the radio with me and 
prove the saying that laughter is good 
for digestion!” 

They also have a perpetually soft spot 
in their hearts for children, although 
neither one has children ot his own. 

“As long as you keep your comedy 


clean enough for children to listen to, 
you'll never go far wrong.” Honeyboy 
observed. 

Yes, they are a couple of nuts. They're 
crazy, all right. Crazy like a fox!

and then drove directly to the hos- 
pital. 


“Why did you do it?” Rogers 


“Revenge!” he answered quietly. 

“Did you also shoot your mother 
for revenge?” 

“Yes,” was his only explanation. 


After repeating his confession be- 
fore a stenographer, he denied that 
he had fought with his father as 
he tried to resist. He also denied 
that the insurance money was the 
real motive for his crime. 

Taken to the scene of his crime 
for the second time during the night, 
Pierson guided the officers to the 
spot where he had hidden the wal- 
let, watch and pistol. Then he was 
locked in a cell in the Travis coun- 
ty jail. He remained calm as he 
repeated his story to newspaper re- 
porters and posed for pictures. 

Immediately after his confession 
at 4 a. m., murder complaints were 
issued, and word was flashed to the 
posses scouring the countryside that 
the killer had been captured. 


Hints of an insanity defense came 
with the statement of Dr. Wooten 
that he had been convinced for a 
long time that Howard was suffer- 
ing from dementia praecox, and had 
suggested to Judge Pierson that the 
boy be sent to an institution. The 
physician said Howard had attempt- 
ed to commit suicide at the time he 
was found in his garage overcome 
by carbon monoxidefumes.
